IrAv. At the same time there are ds'es \\mere it is well In make 
exceptions, for to adhere loo dosely'lo.qojix-enlion would he lo 
miss some of Ilic Unest friendships'in the world. All who have 
laken ocean voyages attest to llie-fine"free.'.spiril lhal actuates 
the conduct of people on ocean liiiers.-and all people when 
traveling have met individuals whose .nature appealed to them, 
wilh the result that the world has been' brightened by chance 
acquaintances. 


Bui admilling this, it is very apparent that girls who are too 


free in making friends when traveling or al beaches or sum- 
mer parks play with danger.
